(1) Your uncomprehending ancestor, 
the caveman, was employing the basic 
principle of radar when he shouted to­ 
ward a cliff and heard his voice bound 
back from jt. 
For the underlying idea 
of radar is as old as mankind, in fact 
older. That idea is the echo. 
(2) Bats carry their own natural 
"radar equipment.” 
That is why, in 
Sight, they can perform their uncanny 


feats of dodging unseen obstacles. Har­ 
vard scientists have found that bats 
issue shrill sounds beyond the range of 
the human ear. 
Supersonic sounds, 
they’re called. 
The bat’s ear is tuned 
to their echo. 
The sounds were re­ 
corded with electrical apparatus by the 
Harvard savants, who also discovered 
that the bats lost their dodging ability 
if their ears were bandaged. 
(3) As far back as 1920 scientists em­ 
ployed sound devices to map the ocean 
bottom. A bell was rung at the bottom 
of a ship. 
The echo was caught by a 
listening device. 
All that w’as neces­ 


sary then was to note the lapse of time 
between the ringing of the bell and the 
return of the echo. 
Dividing this in 
half told how long it took the sound 
wave to reach the sea-bottom. 
Since 
sound travels in water at a rate of about 
5000 feet per second, it is easy to calcu­ 
late the distance. 
(The speed of sound 
differs with the medium and the tem­ 
perature. The speed of sound in air is 
approximately only 1000 feet oer sec­ 
ond.) 
(4) Radar follows the same principle 
as the depth-fmder but employs radio 
waves instead of sound waves. This is 


where the difficulty of radar begins. 
For unlike sound, a radio wave travels 
with the speed of light, namely 186,000 
miles a second. 
Therefore radio waves 
cannot be timed accurately by ordinary 
means. To gauge the distance of an in­ 
coming airplane, the radar has to indi­ 
cate time intervals of the order of a 
50,000th of a second. This, as we shall 
see later, can be done with the aid of 
the electronic device known as an oscil­ 
lograph tube.-

In sixteenth century England, 
parsnips were popular, together 
p/ith a similar vegetable k nown as 
!he sk irret, which is described by 
an ancient garden writer as having 
a taste "very pleasant, far beyond 
any parsnip, as all agree that taste 
them.” 
The 
sk irret 
has 
disappeared, 
however, and the parsnip survives, 
not only one of the sweetest of 
vegetables, but one with anti-freeze 
mixture in its veins. 
This merit 
it shares with salsify, the “oyster 
plant,” lik ewise an ancient root 
crop, and both can be left in the 
garden all winter or dug up in the 
fall, placed in paper bags, and 
stored in an outdoor box, to be 
brought in, thawed out and cook ed 
as needed. 
Parsnip Savor is improved by 
freezing, but it is delicious before 
frost, and young roots pulled up in 
thinning out the rows will mak e a 
welcome summer dish. The seeds 
should be fresh, as they do not 
j 
k eep long; legal germination is 60 
per cent. They should be sown as 
soon as the garden is prepared, in 
drills half an inch deep. 
They 
tak e two to three week s to germi­ 
nate, so a few radish seeds may be 
mixed with them to come up q uick ­ 
ly and “mark the row.” The plants 
should be thinned out to stand four 
to six inches apart, since the roots 
grow to a depth of a foot and a 
diameter of three inches. 
Salsify roots are thinner and may 
stand two inches apart. The seeds 
are long and pod-lik c and germinate 
q uick ly. This crop req uires rich soil 
to produce good roots, and tak es 
100 days from sowing to mature.
